

Chairman and manager walk out as club 
is given extra time to pay off its tax debt

THE future of Harlow 
Town Football Club was 
hanging in the balance 
this week following a 
series of high-profile res¬ 
ignations in protest at an 
11th hour takeover. 

Despite being given nine 
weeks breathing space to 
pay £42,000 owed to the tax 
man, the club lurched from

one crisis to another as first 
the chairman and then the 
first team manager and his 
assistant quit. 


Various volunteers and all 
but one of the board have also 
left, while 10 of the club’s 16 
players are said to be unsure if 
they will stay unless the future 
of the club becomes more 
secure. 

The dramatic turn of events 
came on Tuesday after chief 
executive Jeff Bothwell signed 
the company over to his ex-wife 
Carol following protracted talks 
at an emergency meeting which 
failed to agree a restructuring 
plan to save the business from 
financial meltdown. 

Mr Bothwell then resigned, 


along with director and chair¬ 
man Simon Morgan and the rest 
of the board, leaving Mrs 
Bothwell as 100 per cent share¬ 
holder. 

Manager Glen Alzapiedi, his 
assistant Matt Allen, club sec¬ 
retary Jim Aldridge, assistant 
secretary Fred Plume and press 
secretary Billy Shaw also left 
the club which, it has been- 
claimed, could be as much as 
£280,000 in debt. 

Yesterday (Wednesday), a 
High Court registrar deferred for 
63 days a winding-up order on

THE feasibility of multi-million 
pound plans to regenerate Harlow 
town centre has been thrown into 
doubt after one of the town’s 
biggest landowners told develop¬ 
ers to “dream on”. 

Businessman Mo Ghadami, who 
owns a large share of the land and prop¬ 
erties earmarked for demolition and 
redevelopment as part of the project, 
said he knew nothing of the proposals 
until they went on public display. 

Of particular concern to the Iranian-born 
entrepreneur are plans to build a new theatre 
on the site of the former Odeon cinema in 
West Square, a building he has owned since 
2005. 

“When I saw the plans for the new theatre 
I was shocked and disappointed that the 
council had not even bothered to talk to 
me,” Mr Ghadami told the Star this week. 
“It was like an invitation to a fight. 

“It will be impossible for this planned

redevelopment of the town centre to go 
ahead without the consent of myself and 
other stakeholders and it is irresponsible for 
the council to mislead the public by showing 
off these grand plans at this stage. 

“I am like a sleeping lion and the council 
has dared to play with my tail.” 

An exhibition of the plans attracted 2,000 
visitors when they went on display for four 
days earlier this month. 


The proposed scheme would see the 
northern end of the town centre transformed 
into a bustling leisure and shopping quarter. 
A planning application is hoped to be sub¬ 
mitted next year with the first phase being 
complete by 2013. 

But Mr Ghadami, who has had a number 
of run-ins with the council in recent years 
including a High Court victory in 2005 
where he had the council’s decision to grant 
planning permission for the expansion of 
the Harvey Centre overturned, added: “I am 
not against redeveloping the town centre; it 
is something which I have been willing and 
able to do for years but could never get the 
backing of the council. 

“All I can say is that these plans will not 
happen in my lifetime unless the council 
makes a public apology to the people of 
Harlow for misleading them and apologises 
to me for their flagrant disrespect.” 

A spokesman for the redevelopment team 
of Harlow Council, Stockland and Harlow 
Renaissance refused to comment specifical¬ 
ly on Mr Ghadami’s concerns but said it 
hoped to work closely with landowners to 
overcome any problems regarding the pro¬ 
posals.

the business to allow the outstand¬ 
ing tax bill to be settled. 

Speaking immediately after the 
hearing, Mrs Bothwell said she 
remained confident she would be 
able to save the club with a number 
of cash-generating ideas including 
boot sales, opening up the Barrows 
Farm ground for breakfasts and 
selling shares. 

She added that she was not sur¬ 
prised by the resignations and said: 
“It will not affect the running of 
the club. The staff that remain are 
positive.” 

But Mr Morgan said he feared 


for the future of HTFC and 
claimed various bills still needed 
to be paid. 

“I don’t want to see any harm 
done to the football club despite 
the differences I have with the peo¬ 
ple that have taken over, but I think 
they have no idea what they have 
taken on,” he told the Star. 

Tonight’s friendly match against 
Histon has been cancelled and 
Saturday’s fixture could also be 
called off. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell has 
again voiced his concern over the 
club’s future and has arranged an 
urgent meeting, to be held tomor¬ 
row (Friday), to keep it going. 


“That the situation has wors¬ 
ened is bad news but I have acted 
straight away to bring all parties 
together to keep the club afloat” he 
said. 

“As soon as I heard about events 
at the board meeting I convened an 
urgent meeting for this Friday 
involving myself, Harlow Council 
leader Andrew Johnson and 
Harlow Town FC. My absolute pri¬ 
ority is to keep the football club 
open and for the club to continue 
running for the benefit of the 
town.”

HARLOW Parliamentary 
hopeful Robert Halfon is 
taking a short break 
from politics to teach 
English to teachers in a 
former African war 
zone. 

On Thursday Mr Halfon 
landed in the Rwandan 
capital Kigali where he will 
be based for two weeks 
while he helps school 
teachers improve their 
language skills. 

The trip follows on from one he 
made last year during which he 
taught English at a school in a 
different location. 

“People ask me why I am going 
back to which the answer is 
simple. I just want to make a 
difference, albeit in a small 
way,” he told the Star. 

“Rwanda is a country in which 
one million people were 
murdered in 100 days in 1994 
in what was a scientific and 
carefully planned genocide. 

“At the time the world did 
nothing. Yet despite the tragedy, 
Rwanda is a place that learns 
from the past but does not live 
in the past. It is a country that 
has a great future, good 
government and is slowly 
building civil society with a

strong economy.” 

He added: “This time I am 
going better prepared. I have 
done another teaching course 
over one long day to brush up 
my somewhat inadequate 
teaching skills. Last year I was 
terrified before I taught my 
first class and then found I 
loved it as I realised teaching 
was hard work but fulfilling 
and fun too.” 

During his trip Mr Halfon will 
be handing out Langley United 
football shirts and Harlow 
Council pens to his students.

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Call for CCTV at 
crime-hit centre 


THE lack of security measures at 
a council-run children’s centre has 
been criticised after a string of 
thefts from staff and the parents of 
disabled youngsters. 

Police are said to have been called to 
Sam’s Place, in Foldcroft, on a number 
of occasions after cars have been broken 
into while parked at the centre. 

The problem has become so widespread 
the council is being called on to install CCTV 
cameras in the grounds to deter thieves or 
catch them in the act. 

Two of the latest victims are Dave and Sam 
Duff. Their car was broken into in the few 
minutes it was unattended while they took 
their son Mason, who suffers from cerebral 
palsy, into the centre.

When they returned to the vehicle they 
found the back window had been smashed 
and Mrs Duff’s handbag missing. 

“We saw a young lad in a black hoody and 
jogging bottoms and white trainers talking on 
the phone and he watched as we got Mason’s 
wheelchair out of the car, put him in it and go 
into the centre,” said Mr Duff. 

“We were only gone for a matter of about 
two minutes but we came back to find the 
back window had been put through and my 
wife’s handbag stolen. We just couldn’t 
believe it. 

“The staff were really worried and con¬ 
cerned about us and said that it has happened 
to them in the past.” 


The bag contained £70 in cash, bank cards 
and personal diaries. None of the items have 
been recovered. 

Mr Duff added: “There needs to be CCTV 
up there. The police said they had an idea 
who had done it and could go around to the 
house and give them a warning but without 
evidence they couldn’t do anything else. 

“With CCTV these people would be 
caught in the act and bang to rights.” 

Tony Hall, chairman of Harlow Council’s 
environment and community committee, said 
the council had to prioritise where CCTV 
cameras were installed because of cost. 

He said temporary security cameras had 
been used twice at Sam’s Place but they had 
not recorded any incidents. As a result, the 
frequency of crimes was considered insuffi¬ 
cient to warrant permanent installation. 


Licence threat to festival 
in memory of stab victim 


A PROPOSED three-day anti¬ 
knife crime fundraiser could be 
cut short after Harlow Council 
told the organisers the venue does 
not have the correct licence to 
hold a public event. 

The Bands Against Knife Crime 
event was due to take place at The 
Link club in Parsloe Road 
between August 7 and 9, but 
licensing officers checking the 
plans pointed out the club would 
need a temporary licence for the 
first two days of the festival as it is 
a private members’ venue. 

Now the organising team 
behind the event, proceeds from 
which will go towards a memorial 
for Harlow teenager Tommy Jones 
who was stabbed to death outside 
an East London pub in 2006, have 
accused the council of being 
“obstructive and unreasonable.” 

Co -organiser Jade Smith told 
the Star: “All of us involved are 
extremely disappointed that local 
fundraisers are being subjected to 
strict scrutiny from the licensing 
team at Harlow Council. 


“As the event founder and co¬ 
ordinator, I am profoundly dis¬ 
turbed that the local authorities see 
it necessary to intervene and ulti¬ 
mately cancel an event that is 
encouraging the whole town to be 
more aware of knife-crime issues.” 

A spokesman for Harlow 
Council said there was still time to 
submit an application for a tempo¬ 
rary licence, the fee for which 
would be £21. 

“Providing the Temporary 
Event Notification is made within 
the required timescale and there is 
no objection from the police, 
the concert can take place,” he 
said. “It will, however, be subject 
to a limitation on numbers of 
499.” 

“There are no licence condi¬ 
tions being imposed by Harlow 
Council that will prevent the con¬ 
cert from taking place providing it 
complies with the requirements of 
the Licensing Act.” 

# The festival will now take place 
on the Sunday only. Tickets cost 
£3 on the door.

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Why are wheelie bins being forced on us?

SIR, Some years ago one of my 
grandchildren who had learning problems 
was due to leave her local primary school, 
where she received extra tuition, and move 
on to a local comprehensive. 

Essex County Council decided that she 
should attend a special school purely on 
cost grounds. The consensus was that this 
was not an environment where she would 
improve to her full potential. 

The headmaster of Mark Hall wrote to the 
county council confirming that he would 
be pleased to have her if it would agree to 
supply the funding. The county council 
refused outright to agree and my son 
sought the help of Bill Rammell, who 
willingly took up the case with the county 
on his behalf. 

After protracted negotiations, Mr Rammell 
was successful in getting the county 
council to agree and in her years at Mark 
Hall my grandchild improved out of all 
recognition, far more than we had ever 
dared to hope. 

She then moved on to Harlow College and 
a mainstream course where she achieved 
two distinctions this year in her chosen 
subject. She is now a happy, well-adjusted 
young woman and this is due entirely to 
the efforts of Mr Rammell 


SIR, I am bemused by Harlow 
Council’s decision to force us all to 
have wheelie bins. 

My neighbour and I share a swing 
bin liner which holds our waste for 
the week. Now we are to have four 
wheelie bins and caddies between us. 
Heaven knows where we are 
supposed to put them all. 

Other neighbours only fill a carrier 
bag a week while another family has 
an average of 14 black bags a week. 
All these households make wheelie 
bins futile. 

And what is to happen to all the 
dustbins and recycling boxes that we 
already have? Landfill?

Tesco at 
Edinburgh Way supposedly deal 
with the rest but I wouldn’t be able 
to get there as I don’t drive. So 
much for encouraging us to recycle. 

I used to recycle tin foil but the bin 
at Old Harlow disappeared months 
ago and I can’t find anywhere else to 
take it. 

I wonder what other great ideas the 
council will come up with. They are 
determined to kill off the small 
shopping centres with new parking 
charges and now we are to he stuck 
with the white elephant wheelie bins 
that no-one wants. What next?

Cover over 
walkways 

SIR, I would like to voice my 
concerns over the Town Centre 
North development and the open 
walkways.

Enclosing the walkways and putting 
a roof over the top would allow heat 
transfer into the ventilation system, 
saving 40 per cent of the heating in 
the whole complex.

This would be roughly 70 per cent 
of the heating costs being saved in 
the whole complex. 

If the walkways were covered they 
would be a comfortable temperature 
and dry for 12 months of the year. 
This would allow the centre to use 
the walkways in the evenings for 
tables, chairs and entertainment and 
would give a Mediterranean culture. 
If car parking in the evening is free, 
more people would come and use 
the facilities.

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Not guilty: Wife 
cleared of trying 
to kill husband 
sobs at verdict 


A MOTHER-of-three 
accused of trying to 
kill her disabled hus¬ 
band by suffocating 
him has been cleared 
of attempted murder. 

Tracey Roffey (37) wept 
uncontrollably in the dock 
at Chelmsford Crown 
Court after a jury found 
her not guilty. 

During the eight-day trial 
the court heard allegations 
she first tried to suffocate her 
husband Gary (47), who suf¬ 
fers from Motor Neurone 
Disease and is confined to a 
wheelchair, by putting a pil¬ 
low over his face at their

home in Sheldon Close, 
Church Langley. 

Then, when this failed, she 
was said to have put a plastic 
carrier bag over his head. 

But after considering the 
evidence for four hours the 
jury returned a verdict of not 
guilty. 

Speaking as she walked 
free from court on Thursday, 
Mrs Roffey said: “I am glad 
it’s all over. Now I want to go 
home to my children.” 

Her solicitor John McBlain 
added: “It’s a very sad case, 
one of the saddest cases I’ve 


dealt with in 40 years. 
Nobody’s a winner.” 

It had been alleged that on 
November 4 last year Mrs 
Roffey had taken the couple’s 
two daughters to school and 
then returned to the house. 
While her husband was doz¬ 
ing in bed she placed a pillow 
over his head. 

Mrs Roffey, who now lives 
in Loughton, had admitted 
putting a pillow over her hus¬ 
band’s face but denied she 
intended to kill him. 

She said he had twice 
called out and said he wanted 
to die. “I grabbed a pillow 
beside him and put it over his 
head,” she told the court. “I 


had no time to think, I just 
flipped.” 

She said he had called her a 
bastard as the pillow was over 
his face. “I said ‘stop it, 
please, stop it’. It took 20-30 
seconds. I realised what I was 
doing and thought ‘Oh my 
God’. I was ashamed.” 

It had been claimed that 
she and her husband, who was 
a City IT worker before being 
stuck down with the disease, 
had believed that if he died 
she would receive a £350,000 
insurance pay-out. 

However, during her evi¬ 
dence Mrs Roffey said she 
denied believing she would 
get the payout.

'It's such a cruel disease that 
ruins every part of your life' 


GARY Roffey believed he would 
stay happily married for the rest of 
his life. 

Even after contracting Motor 
Neurone Disease which has left him 
paralysed from the neck down, he 
though he and his wife Tracey 
would stay together. 

Speaking outside court after she 
was acquitted of trying to suffocate 
him with a pillow and then a plastic 
bag, he talked of his heartbreak at 
the breakdown of their marriage 
and of the horror of discovering he 
had the disease. 

He and Tracey first met in a 
nightclub 17 years ago when he was 
30 and she was 19. They married 
two years later when Tracey was 
four months pregnant with the 
oldest of their three children. 

They moved to Walthamstow where 
their second daughter was born 
and then to Harlow. 

Gary, a field service engineer in IT, 
had just reached a major point in 
his career when he started to 
become ill around Christmas 2005. 
It began with him experiencing the 
initial symptom of leg cramps. 

“I was getting leg cramps late at 
night,” he said. “I would wake up 
screaming in pain; it was like a 
horse jumping on top of you.” 

He underwent extensive medical 
tests and by the following May he 
was diagnosed with MND. By then 
he was “a bit wobbly” when 
walking but before long he started 
to trip and fall over. 

By then the family had left their 
first home in Harlow and were 
living in Thetford. They moved 
back to Harlow - to Sheldon Close, 
Church Langley - in 2007. 

“When we were in Thetford we 
were fine,” he said. “It all started

going wrong when we came back to 
Harlow. In Thetford I was still 
walking about and doing stuff, 
going to restaurants. Living there 
was good.” 

Now the disease has progressed in 
just three and a half years to the 
point where he is only able to move 
his head and one thumb. He has 
gone from being an active man, 
with a brown belt in kick-boxing, to 
only being able to sit in a chair. 

“I was walking upstairs two years 
ago. I worked six days and on 
Sundays I would wash the car and 
cut the grass. Now I am just sitting 
here. Eighty five per cent of people 
with MND die within three to five 
years. 

“It’s a cruel disease that ruins 
every part of your life. I have got 
through it so far but I get days now 
and again when I say I don’t want 
to be ill any more but it’s very rare 
I do get like that. If you are not 
positive like I am it must be hard 
for people who cannot deal with it. 


“It’s the way I cannot do anything 
and it affects every part of your 
life, from going to bed and going to 
the toilet to feeding yourself. 

“What scares me the most is 
getting to the bit where I have to 
have oxygen all the time. If I could 
stay like I am for the next few years 
that’s fine, but if I start talking like 
a robot and using an oxygen 
machine then I would rather not be 
here.” 

He has already booked a place at St 
Clare’s Hospice in Hastingwood 
“for when I get to the end”. 

Since his wife was arrested in 
November last year, Gary has been 
looked after by a full-time carer - 
“she’s like my hands, she even 
scratches my nose for me” - whose 
work is supported by six others 
who come in in pairs throughout 
the day. 

The only thing he can do 
independently, apart from move his 
head, is manipulate a clicker with 
the thumb on his left hand. He uses 
it to operate the television and 
answer the telephone. 

Quite apart from the court case 
and the ramifications from that, 
Gary is having to face what he and 
the family have to deal with now 
and what will happen to him in the 
future. 

He admits that while he has told 
his three children about his 
condition he doesn’t know what’s 
going on in their heads. 

He recounts a comment his son, 
who turns four this month, said to 
him a short while ago 
He is starting to notice his father is 
not like other dads. “He doesn’t 
know any different but he’s started 
to say to me ‘You cannot walk, can 
you?’

Your New Waste Collections 



In September Harlow Council 
will begin its new waste and 
recycling collection system.The 
scheme should be rolled out to 
households by the end of 2009. 

Under the new system most 
households will be given one 
wheeled bin for non recyclable 
items, one wheeled bin for 
recyclables and a kitchen caddy 
and container for food waste. 

There are a number of reasons for 
introducing wheeled bins.These 
include: 

• More capacity.The bins will 
allow people to collect more 
recyclables 

• It will be harder for vermin to 
get to the refuse 

• Less littering - refuse sacks 
can be ripped open 

• Easy use. Most residents will 
find the bins easy to 
manoeuvre as they have 

wheels 

• Less risk of injury to residents 
or refuse collectors from 

sharp objects in bags or 
from injuries caused by 
carrying overloaded refuse 
sacks 

Recyclable and non recyclable 
items will be collected on 
separate weeks. On the week that 
your recyclables are collected, 
your non recyclables will not be 
collected. Food waste will always 
be collected weekly.There may 
be some exceptions due to Bank 


Holidays but this will be no 
different to those that take place 
under the current scheme. 

Most households will change 
over to the new scheme. 
Properties that have no space for 
wheeled bins will be provided 
with refuse sacks and continue 
with boxes for recycling. 
Recycling and refuse will be 
collected on separate weeks, 
however these properties will 
also be included in the new 
weekly food waste collection. 

Flat blocks will continue with the 
current system. 

Providing help with 
the bins 

Most residents will find it easier 
to manage the bins than to carry 
heavy refuse sacks. Some people 
that have tried the bins for 
themselves have been surprised 
at how easy they are to handle. 

However we realise that some 
people will find it difficult and 
we are offering an assisted 
collection scheme for those 
who have genuine difficulty. 

For more information about 
this call Contact Harlow on 
01279 446655. You will need to 
complete an application form to 
be added to the assisted list.Your 
bin will then be collected from 
an agreed point such as outside 
your front door or by the side 
gate. 

Anyone that is concerned is 
welcome to try the bins at the 
Council Offices or they will be 


available at roadshow events and 
Harlow Show (see panel). 

Why is the collection 
system changing? 

In the near future, councils will be 
hit with fines if they do not meet 
national recycling targets. It's 
likely that these charges will be 
passed on to council tax payers. 
Harlow residents currently 
recycle 25% of their household 
waste - the target is 40%, so we 
are currently falling far short. We 
know that many people are keen 
recyclers and want to recycle 
even more, but we also need 
to encourage those that don't 
currently recycle to take part. 

Governments across the world 
are working to cope with the 
prospect of climate change 
which scientists now predict will 
have an impact on the lives of 
anyone born in this century.

Your new fortnightly recycling collection: 
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Man accused 
of attempted 
murder after 
brutal attack 

A MAN accused of repeatedly 
smashing another man’s head 
against the ground has gone on 
trial for attempted murder. 
Steven Smith (21), of Hatfield 
Heath, appeared at Chelmsford 
Crown Court yesterday 
(Wednesday) accused of trying 
to kill Ben Rees in Milwards, 
Harlow. 

He denies attempted murder, 
wounding with intent to cause 
grievous bodily harm, causing 
grievous bodily harm and two 
counts of assault. 

The court heard Mr Rees 
suffered a broken eye socket 
and nose in the alleged attack 
last November and spent three 
days in intensive care. 

Richard Kelly, prosecuting, said 
Mr Rees was grabbed around 
the neck by Smith who placed 
in a headlock, causing him to 
choke. 

Mr Kelly said Mr Rees was 
then forced down and had his 
face repeatedly smashed into 
the footpath, while Smith said: 
“I’m going to kill you. I want 
to know why you hit my mate.” 
Mr Rees lost consciousness but 
Smith continued to punch him, 
it is alleged. 

The court was told Smith was 
later alleged to have attacked 
another man in the same area 
and assaulted his girlfriend 
when she tried to intervene.

College finances hit 
by funding shortfall 



Rain fails to spoil fete fun 


HARLOW College chiefs say 
they cannot rule out the possibil¬ 
ity of redundancies as they work 
to plug an unforeseen funding 
deficit. 

About £1.6m was withdrawn from 
the Velizy Avenue campus in April by 
the Learning and Skills Council. 

Although some of the money was sub¬ 
sequently recouped, the college still has a 
£350,000 budget shortfall. 

This week a college spokeswoman said 
it would seek to recover the money over 
the next few years and this would not 
result in job losses. 

However, she warned public sector 
funding remained volatile and staff cuts 
could not be ruled out in the future. 

“In this current academic year the col¬ 
lege had a surplus of around £500,000,” 
she said. “However, with the LSC run¬ 
ning out of money, it withdrew around 
£1.6m in April. This is not confined to 
Harlow College; most colleges took a 
major funding hit in April. 

“The new academic year starts in 
September and the LSC’s settlement is 
around £650,000 more than last year but

there is still a £350,000 shortfall. This 
will be paid back over a number of years 
and if the recruitment figures keep going 
up along with the funding settlements 
then the college will be able to pay this 
off quicker.” 

She added the budget shortfall was 
equivalent to less than two per cent of the 
college’s annual turnover and would not 
result in any cuts to the teaching budget 
or a freeze on recruitment. 

But she said: “Currently the college 
does not anticipate having to make any 
redundancies and, if necessary, the col¬ 
lege will try to redeploy staff where it can 
and only if it is appropriate to do so. 

“However, public sector funding 
remains volatile and the college cannot 
guarantee that there will not be redun¬ 
dancies in the future.” 

Two years ago the college lost upwards 
of 79 lecturers after they were made 
redundant or left as part of the new 
Teaching and Learning Strategy intro¬ 
duced by principal Colin Hindmarch.

A HARLOW primary school has 
defended its decision to mix chil¬ 
dren from different year groups in 
the same class as it prepares to 
take on more than 30 extra pupils. 

Abbotsweld School, in Partridge 
Road, is facing an unprecedented 
demand for places and has informed 
parents it will have to create a mixed 
Year One/Foundation stage class to 
cope with the influx of new admissions. 

But a number of parents have criticised 
the school for failing to consult with them 
on the proposals and are questioning the rea¬ 
soning behind the move. 

Some even fear their children’s education 
could be compromised as a result of the 
decision. 

“How can the school expect pupils to 
progress when they will be being taught two 
different curriculums in the same class?” 
said one, who asked to remain anonymous. 

“We were told about this two weeks 
before the end of term.

sultation process and no warning. Now 
there’s no time to appeal against the decision 
or for parents to find a different school for 
their kids to go to.” 

Headteacher Lesley Lynn told the Star the 
school had been forced into making the 
compromise when the number of new pupils 
became clear. 

“Due to the number of appeals made by 
parents over school places and later registra¬ 
tions, we were only informed last week that 
we would be receiving more than 30 new 
pupils,” she said. 

“We have informed all parents and invited 
them to meet with us individually to discuss 
any concerns they have. 

“We believe that this decision will make 
the transition between foundation stage and 
year one much smoother and less disruptive 
to the children. 

“ The school is committed to offering the 
best education for all of our pupils.”

Y OU may remember 
the item we ran on 
this page recently in 
which correspondent 
Michael Caswell asked for 
readers’ recollections of 
various places he knew as a 
child growing up in Harlow. 
Barbara Noble has written in to 
say she remembers the proprietor 
of Mrs Wright’s Dairy which 
was located near Harlow 
Common in the 1950s. 

“Joyce Wright lived in a single 
storey house in Potter Street with the 
dairy as part of it,” Mrs Noble 
writes. 

“She just sold a few bits and pieces 
when I was in my early teens in the 
early 1960s. Her mother and father 
were still alive then and Joyce’s 
mum served in the shop. 

“Mr Wright used to do stunt Wild 
West riding and sometimes featured 
in the Harlow Carnival processions 
dressed as a cowboy on a big black 
and white horse. 

“Mrs Wright also had a sister, who 
lived with them. They had dogs and 


horses but the horses were no longer 
kept at the Potter Street house but at 
the top end of Harlow Common at 
the junction of Mill Street, 
Commonside Road and Foster Street 
in purpose-built stables. 

“She did horse rides for small 
groups and also used to look after 
dogs when people were on holiday. 
“When the Ml 1 was built this 
properly was demolished as it would 
have been right where the motorway 
is. Mrs Wright moved into a house 
further south along Mill Street 
where she continued the kennels 
business, but although she kept 


some of her horses there she stopped 
giving rides. 

“The original house with the dairy 
in Potter Street was demolished and 
was replaced by a block of flats 
called Brenthall Towers.” 

Thank you for your memories Mrs 
Noble.

MANY of you will 
recognise the cheetah 
as the fastest running 
animal in the world. But 
have you ever 
wondered why they are 
so quick? 

It’s a question that has puzzled 
wildlife experts for years and now 
a team of scientists has set out to 
try to find the answer by studying 
the big cats in detail as they 
sprint. 

Using high-speed cameras and a 
special running track, they hope 
to find out exactly what makes 
these powerful animals - which 
can run faster than 60 miles per 
hour and accelerate as quickly as 
a sports car - such strong 
runners. 


The tests, which are taking place 
at Whipsnade Zoo in Dunstable, 
will focus on North African 
cheetahs. 

To encourage the animals run, the 
team are using chunks of tasty 
chicken attached to a piece of 
string pulled around the track by 
a motor. 

Four cameras will film their every 
move while sensors on the track 
will measure how powerful their 
legs are. 

The scientists will then compare 
the results with other fast animals 
like greyhounds. 

The team also hopes to study 
cheetahs in the wild to look at 
how fast they can run and also try 
to measure a more accurate top 
speed.

Welsh indie-rockers People In Planes,

led rather nicely into the 
schizophrenic yet oddly danceable 
stop-start jerk-punk of headliners This 
City, Brighton’s cacophonous answer 
to At The Drive-In. 

Free festivals of this calibre don’t 
come around very often, so hats off 
to the incredibly generous folks at 
Friends of Rock School and 
Passmores for making it all possible.

SANDRA Bullock returns to 
sparkling form in Anne Fletcher's 
screwball romantic comedy which 
proves that the path to true love can 
sometimes begin with some good 
old-fashioned blackmail. 

With the triple whammy of Speed, While 
You Were Sleeping and A Time To Kill in 
the mid-1990s, Bullock was once the 
lady-in-waiting to Meg Ryan’s crown as 
America’s favourite girl next door. 
However, a string of lacklustre releases in 
every conceivable genre brought her 
back down to Earth with a bump and 
only solid supporting roles in Paul 
Haggis's Oscar-winning Crash and the 


Truman Capote biopic Infamous offered 
rare glimmers of a resurgence 
In The Proposal Bullock plays New York 
book editor Margaret Tate, feared by one 
and all including her long-suffering 
assistant Andrew (Ryan Reynolds) who 
suffers her mental abuse hoping that one 
day she will publish his debut novel and 
he can pursue his dream of becoming a 
world-famous writer. 

But in a shocking turn of events, 

Margaret is threatened with deportation 
to Canada when her visa expires and in 
order to stay in the country she forces 
Andrew to pose as her fiance and walk 
her down the aisle on the understanding 
they can get divorced a few months later 
when she has her citizenship. 

As part of the ruse, she accompanies him 
home to Sitka, Alaska, for a family get- 
together with his parents, grandmother 
and an old flame. 

Seeing Andrew in his home 


surroundings, ice queen Margaret begins 
to thaw and the faux-mance kindles 
genuine attraction. 

The Proposal is a treat that hits more 
than it misses despite some unnecessary 
comic interludes with Andrew's dotty 
grandma and unexotic dancer Ramone 
(Oscar Nunez). 

Bullock plies her innate charm and 
impeccable comic timing to endear her 
character to us, even when she is 
engaged in shocking behaviour such as 
baiting a bird of prey with a helpless 
family pet. 

She takes Peter Chiarelli's screenplay by 
the scruff and wrings every giggle out of 
it with her pratfalls but then finds some 
tears at the crucial moment. 

Reynolds matches her every goof of the 
way, showing his sensitive side with an 
unconventional final declaration that 
plucks at the heartstrings.

quits dub 


GLEN Alzapiedi has 
quit as Harlow Town 
Football Club’s manag¬ 
er following the resigna¬ 
tion of chairman Simon 
Morgan. 

It brings to an end a turbu¬ 
lent seven-month period for 
Alzapiedi, who joined the club 
as first team manager on 
December 22, after player-boss 
Ryan Kirby was sacked. 

The club was struggling on 
the field when Alzapiedi joined 
and he was unable to prevent 
the club being relegated from 
the Ryman League premier 
division. 

Alzapiedi had been reorgan¬ 
ising his squad during the close 
season, but decided to leave 
following a meeting with the 
club’s new chief executive, 
Carol Bothwell, on Tuesday 
evening. 

She was appointed to her 
new position following a board 
meeting which saw Morgan 
quit the Barrow Farm club. 

Morgan had appointed 
Alzapiedi, who had steered 
Ware into the first round prop¬ 
er of the FA Cup during the 
2007/08 season. 

Alzapiedi, whose assistant 
Matt Allen has also gone, said: 
“Me and Matt (Allen) had a 
meeting with Carol (Bothwell) 
and she did not fill me with

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future. 

“When Simon resigned, it 
was going to be difficult for me 
to carry on at the club. Simon 
was the financial backer and 
the person that ran it.” 

Backroom staff, including 
secretary Jim Aldridge and 
press officer Billy Shaw, are 
among others who have quit the 
Hawks. 

“As there was no support 
staff, there was no structure and 
I cannot carry on,” said 
Alzapiedi, who was charge of 
the Harlow team for Tuesday 
night's friendly, which saw 
Harlow beat St Albans City 4- 
2 . 

He told the Star: “I feel 
sorry for the players and am 
particularly disappointed for 
the fans. I have no regrets with 
the club, but I have learned that 
if I take over, I must get in my 
own people (players) as quickly 
as possible.” 

Alzapiedi's squad included 
at least nine players with whom 
he had worked at Ware and it 
would be surprising if there 
were not a few departures from 
Barrow Farm. 

Tonight’s scheduled game 
against Blue Square Premier 
side Histon has been cancelled.
